None of us will ever forget the day of November 22, 1963, for the assassination 
of John Fitzgerald Kennedy was the first national tragedy we had experienced. Too 
young to remember a war or the death of a president, we, perhaps more than adults, 
felt the shock, fear, and sorrow that came with a break in the order of things. 

For some of us, the grief was compounded, for we mourned not only a national 
leader but also 4 man to whom we felt close. But whether our sorrow was personal 
or not, whether the man’s policies had coincided with our own convictions or not, 
all of us profoundly wished that the trip to Dallas had never been made. 

However, a truth that we must never allow to be obscured had been revealed: 
extremism has no place in a democracy. There is no room in America for prejudice, 
hate, and lies. Once an atmosphere of violence and irrationality is created, violent 
and irrational deeds follow. It should not have taken a death to teach us this, but 
since it has, let us learn the lesson well. 

Let us remove any personal prejudice or bias. Let us remember our responsibilities 
as well as our privileges. Only a few of us will enter the field of government or the 
peace corps, but all of us can and must be well-informed, educated, conscientious 
citizens. John Kennedy was a young president with great faith in this nation’s youth. 
Let us show by assuming the task of building an America of which he would be proud, 
that his faith was not unfounded. Let us build an improved America, with no traces of 
hate and bigotry. 

And if the way is difficult, as it is sure to be, let us remember Robert Frost's 
lines, which were among the president’s favorites: 


“The woods are lovely, dark and deep, 
But I have promises to keep, 
And miles to go before I sleep.”
